2. The weight of bread kept for sale shall con 
firm to the weight displayed in the business pre 
mises of the baker /bakery owners / establishments .

Rules for Appointment to the Posts of Junior 

Residents in Goa Medical College 
1. These Rules shall apply to all appointments of 

First Year Junior Residents at the Goa Medical 
College who shall be appointed for a fixed 
tenure of six months, or one year as may be 
determined , from time to time, in respect of 

such posts . 
2. These Rules shall be deemed to have come into 

force from the 1st day of September , 1982 . 
3. Applications for the posts of First Year Junior 

Residents in each speciality may be invited 
twice in a year. The initial notice calling for 
such applications will be given at least four 
weeks before the commencement of the Junior 

Residency . 
4. The following shall constitute the Selection 

Committee. 
i. Dean , Goa Medical College ; 
ii . Seniormost Professor of Goa Medical Col 

lege ; 
iii. Head of the Department in the concerned 

speciality . 
5. Eligibility 

Every candidate applying for the post of First 
Year Junior Resident : 
a ) should possess the MBBS degree of the Uni 

versity of Bombay or any other University 
specified in the First or the Second Schedule 
to the Indian Medical Council Act , ( 1956 ) , 

and 
b ) should be registered with the Maharashtra 

Medical Council or any other State Medical 
Council.

6. Basis of Selection 

The selection of candidates will be purely on 
merit . The order of merit shall be determined 
by computing the marks obtained in the Uni 
versity examination , in the following manner : - 
i) The merit shall be arrived at by obtaining 

the sum of percentage of aggregate marks 
and the percentage of marks in the subject 
related to the speciality in which the can 
didate seeks Junior Residency . 
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Explanation :-For each candidate the 
merit will be determined by adding the 
percentage of aggregate marks and the 
percentage of subject marks in Medicine, 
Surgery , Obstetrics , and Preventive and 

Social Medicine separately . 
ü ) Aggregate marks : - The percentage of ag : 

gregate marks shall be arrived at by totall 
ing the marks obtained in the 1st, 2nd and 
3rd MBBS Examination ( Viz . Anatomy, 
Physiology , Pharmacology , Pathology and 
Microbiology , Preventive and Social Medi 
cine, Forensic Medicine , Medicine, Surgery 
and Obstetrics and Gynaecology ) and re 
ducing it to a percentage after the following 
deductions : - 
a ) 2 % percent of marks shall be deducted 

for every failure from the marks of the 
subject failed , except in the case of the 
subject related to the speciality of con 

cerned Junior Residency . 
b ) 242 percent marks shall also be deduc 

ted as above , if the student takes a drop 
in any subject ( does not appear ) at the 

scheduled time. 
ii ) Subject marks : This refers to the percen 

tage of marks in the subject related to the 
Junior Residency the candidates seeks i.e. 
Medicine , Surgery , Obst. & Gynaecology or 
Prev . & Soc . Medicine as the case may be. 
The final percentage of subject marks shall 
be arrived at after deducting 5 % for each 
failure or drop in the subject . 

Note : — While computing the aggregate 
marks, however , deduction indicated in 6 

( ii) (a ) above , shall not be made , in subject 
where 5 % deductions has already been 
made for failure under subject marks at 

6. ( iii) . 
7. If two or more candidates secure the same num 

ber of marks in the merit list as drawn above , 
the subject marks should decide the merit. In 
case the subject marks are also the same, the 
total marks secured by the candidates in the 

MI MBBS Examination shall decide the merit . 
8. While computing the subject marks of the can 

didate seeking the post of Junior Resident in 
any of the Departments specified in column ( 1 ) 
of the Table below , the marks obtained in the 
subject mentioned in the corresponding entry 
in column ( 2 ) , as modified under rule 6 (iii) , 
shall be considered . 


9. Procedure 

The candidates will be called for interview 
according to the order of merit. His / Her selec 
tion to Junior Residency in particular depart 
ment will depend upon the number of posts of 
Junior Residency available in that department 
for that selection vis a vis his / her standing in 
the merit list for the subject concerned . The 
merit list and tentative number of posts avai 
lable in each department will be displayed on 
the notice board at least two days before the 

interview . 
10. Preferences 

While selecting candidates for appointment 
to the post of Jr. Residents preferences will be 
given in the following order , namely : 
i) Candidates who have graduated from the 

Goa Medical College and have completed 
the compulsory rotating internship from the 

Goa Medical College. 
ii ) Candidates who have graduated from the 

Goa Medical College and have completed 
the rotatory internship outside the Goa Me 

dical College . 
iü ) Candidates who have graduated from other 

medical Colleges but have completed the 
compulsory rotatory internship in the Goa 

Medical College . 
iv ) Candidates who have graduated and comple 

ted internship in colleges other than the Goa 

Medical College. 
11. General Conditions 

i ) For the selection to the post of Junior Re 

sident, candidates of the regular and casual 
batch preceding the date of selection 
would be considered together on mérit with 
out any preferences for either . If after the 
above , any posts remain unfilled , they will 
be filled by applicants of the earlier bat 

ches. 
ii) Candidates who have been registered for 

recognised P - G . Diploma/ Degree courses 
will get the first preference - their period 
of Junior residency will be as per the mi 
nimum requirement laid down by the Uni 

versity for that diploma / degree. 
iii ) The tenure of Junior Residency will not 

ordinarily exceed a maximum period of 


three years.

3. Amendment with respect to certain stainless 
steel articles to have retrospective effect . — The 
amendment made by clause ( a ) of section 2 in 
Heading No. 73.15 of the First Schedule to the prin 
cipal Act , in so far as it relates to the standard 
rate of duty on.circles, angles , shapes and sections 
of stainless steel shall be deemed to have, and to have 
always had , effect on and from the 1st day of 
January , 1981, but during the period commencing 
from that day and ending with the date of intro 
duction of the Customs Tariff ( Amendment) Bill , 
1982 in the House of the People 


( a ) such circles, angles , shapes and sections 
shall be deemed to have been exempt from so 
much of the duty of customs leviable thereon 
under the said First Schedule as amended by 
the said amendment as is in excess of the rate 
of 220 per cent . ad valorem ; 

(b ) the rate of auxiliary duty of customs 
chargeable on such circles , angles, shapes and 
sections shall be, and shall be deemed to have 
been , the same as that chargeable on sheets 
falling under sub -heading No. ( 2 ) of the said 
Heading No. 73.15 .
